THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


SUBMIT THE FOLLOWING REPORT : 


We have had reported to us the past year five cases of 
Scarlet Fever, all mild cases, and one case of Typhoid Fever 
which proved fatal. We have had a case of bad water re- 
ported, which we had the State chemist analyze, and was 
found to be polluted by surface matter, and the cause was 
remedied; also a few cases of nuisance which have been 
abated. We will insert here a few of the laws of the State 
Board of Health. 

ARTICLE 1. Every physician practicing medicine in this 
state shall report at once to the local board of health every 
case of cholera, small-pox, typhus fever, yellow fever, diph- 
theria, membraneous croup, scarlet fever, typhoid fever, and 
measles, coming under his care or observation. 

ArT. 2. Whenever any householder knows or has reason 
to believe that any person within his family or household has 
any of the diseases named in article 1, he shall, within twen- 
ty-four hours, if no physician is in attendance, give notice 
thereof to the local board of health of the town or city in 
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which he reside, and such notice shall be given, either ver- 
bally to one of the health officers or by a communication ad- 
dressed to the board of health and duly mailed within the 
time specified. 

ArT. 12. Any person or corporation violating the rules 
and regulations issued by the state board of health, shall be 
subject to a fine of not more than two hundred dollars, or be 
imprisoned not more than six months, or both; and it shall 
be the duty of any person to whom a knowledge of such vio- 
lation may come, to notify the state board of health. 

These three articles may be of some benefit to the inhabi- 
tants of the town to know and abide by. We would recom- 
mend that all look after their own sink drains, pipes and sew- 
ers. Be sure and keep a supply of chloride of lime, or some 
other disinfectant on hand.

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STATISTICAL REPORT. 


PARENTS AND GUARDIANS : 


The Board of Education herewith present for your con- 
sideration their report for the school year ending March 1, 
1894. 

The year just past, closes with the schools of our town 
in good condition, although the measles have seriously inter- 
fered, especially with the Primaries. Owing to the fact that 
many families have left town from lack of work, the schools 
have not numbered as many the latter part of the year as 
earlier.. Agreeable to a vote taken one year ago, the Com- 
mittee leased for school purposes, a room on the first floor of 
the Lebert building, so called, for the term of five years, at a 
yearly rental of $125.00. Owing to the delay in obtaining 
the lease and in fitting up the room, the new school was not 
opened until the fall term. In establishing this school, the 
boardiendeavored to help the teachers to better work by 
closer grading. Heretofore the primary schools have had 
the classes of three years. By taking out the youngest, or first- 
year class, we relieve these teachers of one-third of their re- 
citations, thus giving so much more time to the remaining 
two-thirds. Owing to the slightly greater distance, however, 
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the little ones of the Bridge Street primary have not this 
winter been asked to change. 

We find the work of the schools of our town compares 
favorably with that of larger places in all branches except 
Drawing, Music and Penmanship. These are studies which 
are no longer accomplishments but necessities to our chil- 
dren. Our neighbor, Brattleboro, as ‘well as all other larger, 
places, pays good salaries to three separate teachers for these 
branches. We found it possible last year to secure one 
teacher, highly recommended and experienced, for $500.00, 
who would teach the three, or she would be willing to take 
two towns like Winchester and Hinsdale for $550,00. Since 
no appropriation was granted, we used about $35 to secure 
Miss Emma F. Houghton, teacher of Drawing in Brattleboro, 
to give lessons to our teachers, thus making a beginning of 
Drawing in our schools. 

In the resignation of Robt. A. Ray, principal of our High 
School, the board, pupils and community generally regretted 
our loss, while we recognize his gain. With the incoming of 
Chas. H. Patterson, however, we find that though no two 
persons work by the same methods, the school is running 
smoothly, and the seme thorough work which characterized 
the school in the past is still being done. We wish each vo- 
ter and each mother in town would visit the schools to see 
the actual work our children are doing. The teachers and 
the board extend, not only a cordial, but an earnest invita- 


tion to come. 
The whole number of pupils of the town, as compiled 


from the school registers is 485. 

The Selectmen reported in 1893 their enumeration of 
children, between the ages of five and fifteen, to be 366; 
boys, 175; girls, ror.

As regards the balance reported as unexpended it is 
proper to state that bills for books purchased and for the re- 
binding of books and magazines, which had not been sent in 
to the Committee at the time of closing the financial account 
of the town for the year, will nearly or quite cover the whole 
amount reported as still unexpended. ‘The librarian reports 
an addition of 150 new books, an unusual interest in the 
library the past year,and a much larger number of books 
taken than ever before since the library was founded. ‘The 
whole number of books drawn during the current year is 
12,342. The largest number in any one Saturday 227; in 
any one Wednesday, 117; these numbers represent the 
months of January, 1894 and December, 1893. The smallest 
numbers of books were drawn in the months of July and 
August. A comparison between these figures and those for 
the year ending in March, 1889, will show conclusively that 
there is a largely increased taste for reading and a consequent 
demand for books within the last five years. The whole num- 
ber of books drawn from the library for 1889 was 6,876. 
The largest number in any one Saturday 129, in any one 
Wednesday 59. 


This growing interest on the part of library patrons and 
the handling of so many more books each week, adds very 
materially to the labors of the librarian, and then too those 
books most called for are soon worn out and must be re- 
bound or duplicated, so that the library may be said to have 
outgrown the narrow sphere of its first years and needs and 
should have a more generous recognition financially on the 
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part of the town; and just here it may not be amiss to state 
the following facts regarding the starting point of the library. 


In 1875 the Hinsdale Library Association entered into a 
compact with the town by which the Association delivered 
over its property to the town on condition that “the town 
should provide a suitable room for the library, keep it in 
good condition and raise a sum not less than $300 each year 
for the enlargement and improvement of said library.” It 
was no doubt the intent of the founders that this $300 should 
be expended for books, and that the town should pay the 
library expenses. But the Selectmen of that day did not so 
interpret the compact, and so it happened that the librarian’s 
salary, the printing of catalogues, all the minor expenses were 
strictly deducted each year from the “$300 for the enlarge- 
ment and improvement of the library,” and this custom has 
obtained up to the present time. With a greater call and 
demand for books, the larger expense of rebinding and 
duplicating volumes worn out by constant usage and the 
other increased library expenses, the sum left for the purchase 
of new books is insufficient, and the voters will be asked at 
the annual meeting, n»t to raise a larger sum than $300 which 
the compact calls for, but to instruct the Selectmen to pay 
hereafter the running expenses of the library from the treas- 
ury, so that this $300 may all be expended each year in the 
purchase of books, thus “enlarging and improving the 
library” as was intended by the founders.
